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Temporary  Control  of  the  Gas  Leak  - The  SoCalOas  Company  announced  on  Thursday.  February 

11, 2016,  that  it  temporarily  has  controlled  the  flow  of  natural  gas  from  the  leaking  well  (SS-25) 
into  the  atmosphere  at  Aliso  Canyon  Natural  Gas  Storage  facility.  The  SoCalGas  Company  has 
temporarily  stopped  the  leak  by  pumping  heavy  fluids  into  the  leaking  well.  This  step  is  to  be 
followed  by  pumping  cement  into  the  well  SS-25  to  permanently  seal  the  well.  The  California 
Department  of  Conservation,  Division  of  Oil,  Gas,  and  Geothermal  Resources  ( DOGGR ) needs 
to  then  confirm  that  the  leak  has  been  permanently  stopped.
